The Y. M. ('. A., being a denomina- 
tional proposition, would not lit as a 
memorial in a cosmopolitan community 
like Narbcrth. With a community cen- 
ter idea as a memorial, the people 
would be giving something to tho boys 
ihemselves and to their children; while 
by giving it to the Y. M. C. A. it really 
passes out of their control as a com- 
munity and is governed by Y. M. C. A. 
interests. 

The whole proposition is to lie looked' 
at very broadly, although it is to be 
hoped that the past record of the Nar- 
bcrth Y. M. C. A. in making a very largo 
expenditure of the people's money for 
an institution that hardly ever attained 
its real purpose will not hinder tho 
present Y. M. C. A. plan. 

Miss Helen Taft in her address at the 
opening of Bryn Mawr College, speak- 
ing of class antagonism, said: "Tho 
greatest contribution that educated peo- 
ple can make at present is to preach 
class co-operation, not class antagonism, 
and the possibility that the interest or 
all may be reconciled." 

While class antagonism may not en- 
ter into our proposition, Miss Taft's 
thought was indeed an elevating one. 

■Members of churches that are not 
Evangelical cannot consistently help to 
build an institution such as the Y. M. 
('. A. Mr. Butler states that, "With 
very few exceptions, community efforts 
when not headed by a responsible or- 
ganization have blossomed and faded, 
falling away because of the lack of 
that permanent responsibility and in- 
centive so essential.'' and reminds us 
that this is a condition that Narbcrth 
should guard against. 

The community center plan provides 
that it be managed by the best brains 
of the community and should be guided 
by our Borough Councils and a perma- 
nent Board of Trustees elected or ap- 
pointed by them. If the Y. M. C. A. 
ollicers are the best brains of the com- 
munity, they would be the ones who 
would manage a community center.

In the last issue of Our Town, Mr. 
Butler, of the local Y. M. C. A., answer- 
ed a letter of the previous week signed 
by "Bright Idea." 

For the enlightenment of Mr. But- 
ler and his co-workers in the Y. M. 
C. A. the writer must admit that he is 
credited with being a man with a 
"punch'' and willing to give any good 
proposition a boost. 

As far as working without the facts, 
the writer has . considered the facts; 
not exactly as a Y. M. C. A. proposi- 
tion, but has considered the best inter- 
ests of the community at large and sug- 
gested a proposition of a community 
center as a broader and more economi- 
cal one.
